It is very difficult to condense into a 
few paragraphs the brilliant and interest- 
ing career of Ruth Chatterton, our star 
of the week. Having entered the theatre 
at a very early age, Ruth Chatterton ap- 
peared in New York for several years in 
such outstanding hits as DADDY LONG 
LEGS, COME OUT OF THE KITCHEN, 
MARY ROSE, L’ATTENDRESSE, THE 
CHANGELINGS, THE LITTLE MINIS- 
TER, and THE MAN WITH A LOAD OF 
MISCHIEF. It is interesting to note 
that Miss Chatterton was the first ac- 
tress (with the exception of Ethel Bar- 
rymore when she was very young) to 
play any of Sir James Barrie’s heroines 
following Maude Adams’ performances, 
for, until meeting Miss Chatterton, Mr. 
Barrie had always declined to have his 
plays produced unless Miss Adams ap- 
peared in them. 

When Hollywood was ready to produce 
its first all-talking picture, Miss Chatter- 
ton, who had appeared in a number of 
silent pictures, was given the starring 
role, the picture being THE DOCTOR’S 
SECRET, from Barrie’s “Half An Hour.” 
Since that time Ruth Chatterton has oc- 
cupied a most enviable position in mo- 
tion pictures, having starred in such 
Screen successes as FRISCO JENNY, 
MADAME X, SARAH AND SON, TO- 
MORROW AND TOMORROW, THE 
RIGHT TO LOVE (her favorite screen 
role), DODSWORTH, and many others. 


In addition to her appearances in this 
country, Ruth Chatterton has also been 
a favorite of the English stage, where 
her greatest success was in THE CON- 
STANT WIFE. During her stay in Eng- 
land, she also found time to appear in

In addition to her career as an ac- 
tress, Miss Chatterton has found time to 
translate three plays for the New York 
theatre. Besides these _ translations, 
Miss Chatterton also wrote the dialogue 
for THE RIGHT TO LOVE, and the 
scenario for THE ROYAL DIVORCE in 
collaboration with Jacques Thierry. 

No biographical sketch of Ruth Chat- 
terton would be complete without men- 
tioning her hobby—Aviation—for she has 
had a pilot’s license for six years, has 
owned three planes, and is the only flier 
to bring racing planes for an important 
sportsman pilot’s race from Coast to 
Coast in a National Air Meet. The year 
following this courageous feat, she re- 
peated the adventure at the request of 
the United States Government. Miss 
Chatterton continues her interest and 
activity in aviation between theatrical 
engagements and feels quite capable of 
doing her bit in aviation, should a major 
emergency ever arise in this country.
